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Befuddling and Belittling: Issues 


A Presidential campaign always brings to the fore a lot of irrele- 


vant, immaterial and impertinent things of consequence to no one save 
the pickers-up of unconsidered trifles and those who delight in accu- 
mulating a ragbag of misfit information. It is extraordinary 'what a 
lot of idle chatter can be injected into a campaign by persons addict- 
ed to the habit of sorting over the scrapheap of history and tradition 
for the stale small beer of past generations. 
It is like the habit of 


playing solitaire, which someone has aptly characterized as the amuse- 
ment of an idle and vacant mind. 


Just now the magpies of politics are bringing out of their petty 


hoards reminiscences of Thomas Jefferson, who has been stigmatized 
as a fakir by President Roosevelt, and been canonized as a political 
saint by the Democrats. 
In our opinion he was neither saint nor 


faker—but that's another story. 
What does it, matter, as seriously 


affecting political opinion in our time and the issues to be passed 
upon in this campaign, whether or not Thomas Jefferson did once 
entertain a negro ex-slave at his private table? The story rests upon 
the unsupported testimony of the alleged guest, and if true only "proves 
that the founder of the Democratic party was not imbued with some 
of the prejudices which his followers hold tenaciously. What if he did 
use flnger bowls, wear silk stockings and keep a French cook? What 
the deuce has all that got to do with the questions confronting the 
American people of today? 
• 


Who cares what George McDuffie or Daniel Webster said about 


Ihe territory west of the Mibsippi river in the first half of the last 
century? Both lived to revise their opinions and to see their beliefs 
exploded by the logic of events. In -what respect as to how we should 
vote in our time should we be influenced by clawing over the table 
manners of Jefferson, the prnate morals of Hamilton and Burr, and 
the idiocyncrasies of Randolph and Webster? 
These all possess an 


academic interest to antiquarians and dilletante historians, but they 
are as destitute of political significance in our day as the sex of Jerry 
Lynch's mummy or the morals of the French lady who recently ac- 
companied him across the Atlantic. 


This is a practical campaign, involving practical questions. The 


American people are called on to decide whether they prefer Theodore 
Roosevelt to Judge Parker a^ executive; whether the Republican or 
the Democratic party is the more trustworthy; whether the policies 
for which the Republican party stands are better for the peace, pros- 
perity and well being of the country fhan the shifting, discordant and 
archaic beliefs represented by the Democratic party; Whether protec- 
tion is preferable to free trade; whether meritorious performance is 
more inviting to confidence than the promise of good behavior. It is 
of no consequence that Webster once advocated free trade and that 
John C. Calhoun was in early life a protectionist. It does not mat- 
ter a red cent whether Jefferson hitched his horse to a chestnut tree, 
or rode to the white house on a rail. In his boyhood days he prob- 
ably ate dozens of times with negroes in "the quarter" and very likely 
he'did give Aaron Burr the hot end of the poker in the Blennerhassett 
affair. 
It is of no more importance than the ^charge that Webster 


borrowed money of a hackman and paid a dollar a drink for brand}'. 


We protest against loading up the campaign with the forgotten 


garbage and chaff of a departed time, the dragging in of petty person- 
alities regarding dead and gone statesmen, who doubtless had their 
foibles, but whose virtues and public service entitle them to the respect 
of their countrymen, even if the maxim "speak no evil of the dead" 
has no restraining force. We have our own issues to try in court— 
let the dead and their issues rest. Particularly would it be wise for 
Governor Odell to let Champ Clark fro on champing in his own wild 
and woolly way. He is only an irritant—a political bramble, briary 
enough, but an object lesson to the people as to what they should 
avoid in political leadership. To meet such a man on his own ground 
with his ov\n weapons is to get down to his level and place the cam- 
paign on the same low plane. Let the Champ Clarks rant at will, 
and the political antiquarians play contentedly with their relics and 
inementoes, the Republican party has an abundance to present that 
is of moment to the thoughtful and patriotic elements of the nation, 
*who have too much concern for the Republic's future to bother about 
the minor incidents oi thi; teething and croupy period of its existence.

Roosevelt as firing a revolver at the feet of the Sultan of Turkey, who 
is doing some lively jumping under the stimulus of the fusilade.

President is not making him dance, but has sternly given him to un- 
destand that he must behave himself and respect the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens in future. 
If the New Vork World or the Democratic 


party desires to line up with the Tuik in this matter, no Republican

An Effort to Stifle Competition 


The United States Steel Compary is showing what a menace to 


business stability a great, overshadowing trust can be. This corpor- 
ation, commonly known as the steel trust, controls about two-thirds 
of the steel and iron output of this country. It is now endeavoring to 
force its control on all the independent steel and iron producers by 
cutting prices. It does not propose to tolerate either rivalry or in- 
dependence, and it is adopting a characteristic method to bring the 
independent manufacturers to its terms by invading their markets 
and underselling them at any price. It "will voluntarily sacrifice large 
&ums merely to inflict such financial loses on its adversaries as will 
compel them to submit. Thi;. is the policy that has made the Stand- 
ard Oil Company such a powerful and despotic monopoly. 
The 


Standard raises and lowers the price of refined and crude oil at pleas- 
ure. 
It dictates both the price of purchase and the price of sale, 


and in this way has made its managers the richest grpup of men in 
the world. Apparently the steel trust has decided to follow the ex- 
ample of its great prototype. Success in this instance will be more 
difficult, however, than it was with the Standard Oil, for the effort' 
will provoke a stouter resistance on the part of men much abler to 
fight than were the antagonists of ihe oil monopoly. 
Besides, the 


country is being thoroughly arousec' to the danger and the evil of 
trust domination, .and both legal anJ political agencies will be em- 
ployed to frustrate what is essentially a conspiracy against the public. 


The Dying Crusader 


Senator George Frisbie Hear is lying on his deathbed. When he 


passes away George S. Boutwill alone will remain of the group of 
transcendental and humanitarian statesmen developed in Mas; achusetts 
during the period immediately preceding the Civil War. Of tl us group, 
perhaps Charles Sumner was probably the ablest mentally but not 
the most admirable personally. George F. Hoar and his b: other, E. 
Rockwood Hoar, belonged to the youhger section, and were disciples, 
so to speak, of such men as Sumner and Governor Andrew. 1 hey \\ ere 
first'of all anti-slavery men. They placed conscience above tl e written 
law. They insisted that the cause of God and morality was n ore man- 
datory than the Federal Constitution. They were advocatas of the 
"higher law," which smote in the press, the pulpit, the {nrum, the 
lyceum and by the underground railway at chattel slavery,d-spite the 
protection accorded it by the Constitution, despite the laws e lacted by 
Congress to give that protection force and effect, despite tl e rulings 
of courts ahd the mandates of judges. 


Ralph Waldo Emerson was the seer and prophet of this school of 


crusade they preached. Theodore Parker voiced their sent ments in 
the pulpit, Wendell Phillips sjfoke for rhem on the lecture pla form and 
William Lloyd Garrison thundered through the press against the insti- 
tution of sla,very. It was a crusade that admitted no virtue on the other 
side and balked at no means to accomplish the desired end. O i one side 
was God and on the other was the devil, and there must be no com- 
promise with the devil. Therefore, the Constitution was a, "le igue with 
hell and a covenant with death," and the flag "a flaunting lie' In gen- 
eral, the crusaders were devoted to law and order, but to enf jrce their 
cherished beliefs they openly defied and broke the law and sub /erted or- 
der. They canonized John Brown and glorified murder and an on. They 
were engaged in a holy war and neither asked nor gave quart tr. Even 
the fountain of truth was poisoned to vindicate what was belie ved to be 
ence, from Robert Toombs to Crispus Attucks, from the Bi >le to the 
example and inspiration of Toussaint L'Overture.

Vest 
was one of the finest representatives of the pro-slavery Scuth.

tered the Senate a little in advance of Hoar, with whom he became fast 
friends. The descendant of the Virginia cavaliers and the son of the 
Mayflower pilgrims discovered that they were not so far a wrt after 
all in ideals and aspirations.

< ma.tion in the State of Califoinia,' and 
nnd that the leading decision is the case 
i if Abel vs. Clark, reported in Vol. 84, 
i allfornia Reports, pages. 226 to 231. 


"This was a proceeding for a writ of 


mandamus to compel Professor 
Claik, 


the principal of a public school in the 
i ity of Santa Cruz, to admit James Abel 
.is a scholar. The only ground 
upon 


•Uiich the boy was refused admission 
I D the school was, that he had not com- 
plied with the provisions of the above 
Uw, which is known as 'The Vaccination 
Act.' The Superior Court of the County 
(•f Santa Cruz gave judgment sustaining 
\ !iu principal. An appeal was taken to 
i he Supreme Court of the State of Cali- 
lui-nia. which affirmed the judgment. The 
i iise is a very instructive One an,d sovs 
lully into the merits of the law."

This therefore gives undoubted authority, 
not only for refusing admission to pupils 
keeking to enter the schools, but like 
authority to exclude from the beneiUs 
of the schools any pupils refusing to 
comply with the act after due and leir.tl 
notice has *jeen given."

HIKING OVER COUNTRY. 


Lively Times on the Field of Battle 


—Alameda County flen 


Are Active. 


CAMP ATASCADERO, 
San Luis 


Oblspo Co., Aug. 20.—The word "hik- 
ing." which, only a few years-ago, was 
a hobolsm for tramping, is on the 
tongue of every soldier in cami) and, 
in his venacular, means "a m irch." 
The term was fostered'by the'iroofs 
in the Philippines and, inelegant as it 
is, to the sense of hearing, it will, 
doubtless, before long, find its \V;iy in; 
to the dictionary. 


Up till Thursday the average soldier 


of the Fifth infantry. If asked what he 
has been doing since his arrival here, 
would have answered: 


"Since I came here I have done noth- 


ing but 
'hike' after thre -cavalry, .or
